For a person who hardly ever goes to see a 
game, William Brown of Berkeley, Calif. dis 
plays an unexpected p 
pores over sports pages of newspapers and 
magazines, clips football photographs from 
them and spends hours studying the pic- 
tures. From them he develops his football 
paintings which, though recognizably relat- 
ed to individual photographs, are far from 
photographic. Rather, as can be seen in the 
paintings reproduced here with the photo- 
graphs that inspired them, they are unde- 
tailed, expressionistic interpretations. 
Unconcerned with the tactics of a game, 
the appearance of the college uniforms or 


the specific details of a play, Brown uses the 
photographs as basis for compositions in 
which he dramatizes the chaotic heaps of 
players, the bizarre patterns of colors, the 
brute clash of bodies. 

Born in Moline, Ill. 37 years ago, Brown 
started out to be a musician at Yale, later 
switched to painting musicians. Five years 
ago, inspired by the sports photos, he began 
painting everything from boxing to lacrosse. 
Although he surrounds himself with sports 
clippings and sometimes wears track shoes 
in his studio, Brown's athletics are confined 
almost entirely to thumbing through old 
sports periodicals and wielding his brushes.

“Tacho”) Somoza, the fun-loving 
caragua, was celebrating his re- 
ion and certain election to the presi- 
in characteristic style—he was dancing 
a rollicking cha-cha-cha at a provincial fiesta, 
Suddenly four .38-caliber slugs from the gun of 
an obscure youth named Rigoberto Lopez cut 
Somoza down. In ambulance (above) and hos- 
pital tough old Tacho battled death for eight 
days. The U.S. flew him to its hospital in Pan- 
ama and President Eisenhower sent a medical 
team in an attempt to save Somoza’s life. But

he died, and a roistering era died with him. 
As a dictator Tacho was as efficient as they 
come. But in person he was a jovial swash- 
buckler. His sheer sociability started him on 
his fabulous rise (pp. 32, 33). He remembered 
favors: the U.S. helped him climb, and he re- 
mained its staunchest Latin friend. He was d 
armingly frank about his fantastic exploitation 
of Nicaragua, which gave him an income of 
over $1 million a year. “You'd do the same 
thing yourself if you were in my place,” he 
said. Tacho’s humor pervaded even his police 


methods. To a Nicaraguan who bad complained 
about being held in house arrest, Tacho ex- 
plained, “I did it to please your wife. She told 
me she couldn’t keep you home nights.”” 

If the assassin thought that he was obliter- 
ating the Somoza influence he was mistaken. 
The sons took over—one of them was made 
the acting president nine hours before Tacho 
died and a wave of arrests was quickly set in 
motion. But the sons had colorless and cal- 
culating personalities. Without Tacho’s flash 
and dash, things would not be quite the same.

The 1952 speeches of Adlai Stevenson were thought worth publishing 
in book form. His 1956 speeches are not aimed at that market. They 
are aimed at the votes of the miscellaneous interest groups that make 
up that motley marvel, the full-strength Democratic party. Farmers 
and union men, schoolteachers and old folks, pensioners and borrow- 
ers, “the little man” and the Negro, draftees’ mothers and Harry Byrd 
lai this year is embracing them all. If he wins, it will not be 
because he has found one or two good national issues and driven 
them into the national consciousness. It will be on the coa’ 
Congressional candidates whose diverse followings with, conflicting 
gripes add up—as the Democratic party so often adds up—to a ma- 
jority of the American people. 

Eisenhower's campaign has yet to achieve even this blurry di 
of focus. His speeches have included vigorous answers to Adlai 
the juicy targets Truman left him in 52 have faded and the record 
he is running on is too sane and too conservative to make for color- 
ful boasting. The independent voter, 
therefore, though he may be dis- 
illusioned by Adlai’s opportunism, 
may not be correspondingly inspired 
by Ike’s “new Republicanism.” He 
may not hear it articulated in a way 
that gives him what seem like good 
voting reasons. 

Lire. believes that the best pos: 
ble voting reasons—indeed the only 
national reasons—are on Eisenhow- 
er’s side. We believe that “the new 
Republicanism” is good for the U.S. 
and should be continued in office. 
We believe that it is a modern dis- 
tillate of the best political ideas 
in American history. It is also the 
nearest thing to a coherent politi- 
cal and economic philosophy before 
the voters this year. Therefore we 
wholeheartedly recommend the re-election of Eisenhower and Nixon. 

To the native land of pragmatism, a land which often con 
itics (in the words of Tammany’s George Washington Plunkitt) 
much a business as the grocery or the dry goods or the drug busi- 
ness,” the presence of a political philosophy may not add much inter- 
est to this campaign. The independent voter, however, is supposed to 
be a reflective sort. able to entertain abstract ideas and to measure 
claims against basic principles. He at least can compare the philo- 
sophical bases of “the new Republicanism” with his own, with tradi- 
tional American principles. and with the probable challenges they will 
face during the next four years. It is curious that Adlai. lately the 
darling of the intellectuals, should have forfeited to Eisenhower the 
right to claim intellectual coherence for a program. He presumably 
felt forced to do so on the theory that the egghead vote isn’t worth 
much, Whatever it’s worth, it is the Republicans, not the Democrat 
who are now asking people to think. 

In his Crucial Decade, a lively review of 1945-55. Historian Eric 
Goldman recalls the sad pro-Stevenson professor in Utah who, after 
election day in mourned that “a whole era is ended .. .a whole 
era of brains and literacy and excited thinking.” The wife of a Harris- 
burg gas station attendant, on the other hand, felt. “It’s like Amer- 
ica has come home.” By 1955, says Goldman, both the grief and the 
relief of °52 had merged into a “genuinely national mood” which he 
calls “the Eisenhower equilibrium.” 

‘The symptoms of this moderate mood are not only Ike’s immense 
personal popularity but the fact that Americans. by and large, feel 
better disposed toward each other, less envious and suspicious, than 
they have since the ’20s. The prevailing anxieties of a whole genera- 
tion—fear of war, of depression, of inflation, even of Communism— 
are at the lowest temperature in many years. If there is a le; 
new national anxiety. it is that too much peace and prosperity may be 
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soporific. dulling our estimate of what we should do to help free, 
pacify or enrich the less fortunate rest of the world. Thus Reinhold 
Niebuhr accuses Eisenhower of “beguiling” us into complacence, and 
Stevenson has termed his own message ‘a summons to a sleeping 
giant.” But until this summons” becomes an actionable national 
program (and that is not part of Adlai’s "56 strategy) it can scarcely 
penetrate the “sleep.” 


Whether the national conscience be thought sleepy or not, the na- 
tional metabolism certainly isn’t. An economy that recently feared 
overcapacity with 90 million tons of steel is now glad it has 132 mil- 
lion tons, all in use. The housing industry, which considers itself in 
a money squeeze. is building more than a million new units for the 
eighth year in a row. “Sick” industries like coal are booming; national 
consumption records are broken every month; wages, dividends, pro- 
duction. productivity, all up, up, up; average family income (after a 
still-deep tax bite) at the all-time high of $5,000 a year. Odd coun- 
terpoints of sanity lace the booming statistics: per capita consumption 
of alcohol and tobacco are down, and so is the incidence of indus- 
trial accidents. Down also are the man-days of work lost through 
es. Above all, down is the percentage of total spending accounted 
for by the federal government. This last fact is the key to the “sub- 
stantial transformation of our economy” since °53 for which the 
Eisenhower Administration claimed credit in its last Economie Report. 

Is the credit deserved? We had a boom under Truman too; and in- 
flation, which marred that boom, has returned after three years of 
stable prices to raise doubts about where the Republican boom goes 
from here. But there is a profound difference between that boom and 
this—profound because it is a philosophical difference. 

‘The Democratic economic philosophy is either wholly empirical, 
or else. as articulated by theorists like Leon Keyserling, it accepts 
a degree of inflation as necessary to full employment and growth. 
‘The Republican philosophy, as articulated by Gabriel Hauge, Arthur 
Burns, Arthur Larson and other Eisenhower intellectuals, consid- 
ers inflation both a crime and a mistake. The philosophy has not 
only far more solicitude than the Democratic for the integrity of 
the dollar, but also a different view of what keeps the private enter- 
prise system going. 

This Republican philosophy calls itself conservative. Besides the 
Administration men named, it has a 
fresh spokesman in Economist Hen- 
ry Wallich in the current Yale Re- 
view. It is, of course. a sophisticat- 
ed and activist doctrine, accepting 
federal responsibility for full em- 
ployment and national standards of 
welfare: it is far removed from lais- 
sez faire. (‘To our grandfathers we 
are all leftists.” says Wallich.) But 
the new conservatism tries to man- 
age the economy through handles 
that will strengthen rather than 
weaken its free character. 

For the sake of this freedom, the 
new conservatism is “more tolerant 
of surface imperfections” than con- 
ventional liberalism: it is more con- 
cerned to enlarge the pie than to 
equalize the shares; and it holds an 
incentive economy to be more efficient and ebullient than a controlled 
or inflated economy because (in Wallich’s words) “there is no great- 
er difference in the world than that between a man who is trying hard 
and one who is not.” The new Republican theory of prosperity is that 
it depends (in Burns’s words) “far more on what people do for them- 
selves than on what the federal government does or can do for them.” 

Richard Nixon has predicted a four-day week. If you project recent 
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productivity increases (about 3% a year), and if all the velvet is taken 
in the form of more leisure rather than more income, a four-day week 
is perfectly plausible by about 1965. But as Eisenhower said last week, 
“An administration can, and certainly this one tries to, establish that 
kind of climate where everybody’s efforts can be rewarded to the full. 

. But... [the four-day week] is [not] going to come about be- 
cause I say so.” It has to be earned. 

Thisconservative realism accounts 
for a certain moralizing tone, a Ben 
Franklin accent, in many of the Ad- 
ministration’s economic pronounce- 
ments. Burns’s last report actually 
counts the following American char- 
acteristics among the assets of the 
economy: “‘a strong devotion to fam- 
ily life; a deep-seated, widespread 
urge to improve one’s position, his 
possessions, and his children’s op- 
portunities; a drive to work and to 
save to these ends; steady working 
habits; an ambition to excell.” Of 
these, the “mainspring of our econ- 
omy,” steady expansion is the natu- 
ral result. Republican economic leg- 
islation therefore attempts to foster 
these qualities. It is designed to run, 
as Hauge puts it, “along the grain of human nature and not against it.” 

Thus the new Republicanism involves at least a working theory 
about human nature. It is the same one on which the Founding Fa- 
thers, including Thomas Jefferson, erected the Constitution. They 
held that political power is always dangerous to freedom, but least so 
when most widely diffused among a sovereign and self-reliant people. 
It is “by dividing and subdividing,” said Jefferson, “by placing under 
every one what his own eye may superintend, that all will be done for 
the best.” Citizens should act in “person, in affairs within their reach 
and competence, and in all others by representatives.” 

The new Republicanism agrees with this, and thereby gets in trou- 
ble with people with a limited view of their own “reach and compe 
tence.” Republican decentralism has required more local initiati 
of governors, mayors and citizens’ groups (as well as business cor- 
porations) than all of them want to get up. 

This is somewhat true of every Eisenhower policy, from power to 
health. But has it meant social regression in these fields? The electri- 
cal industry has kept well ahead of a demand that has increased 20% 
in the last three years. The number of people covered by medical 
insurance has risen steadily to 110 million—through the spread of 
yoluntary plans. Local communities, even without the federal aid 
that Eisenhower has urged, built 67,000 new school classrooms worth 
$2.5 billion last year; not nearly enough, but four times as much as 
eight years ago, and an all-time record. The Republican-Jefferson doc- 
trine of local responsibility still works. Americans will do things for 
themselves, especially in the right political climate. 


ARTHUR LARSON, a former pro- 
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This climate, in a democracy, also requires a doctrine of equality. 
Again following the Founding Fathers, equality of opportunity, not 
of rewards, is the new Republican doctrine. As Hauge puts it, “every 
man should have an equal place at the starting line, but . . . it has 
never been part of the American tradition to assure every man the 
right of breasting the tape at the same instant.” Equality at the start- 
ing line is very far from perfected in the U.S. This, not income equal- 
ization, is therefore first on the Republican agenda of social justice. 

‘America’s most scandalous denial of equal opportunity has been, 
and still is, the denial of equal schooling and jobs to Negroes. Repub- 
lican conservatism has fought this discrimination wherever federal 
contracts and authority reach, from the District of Columbia to the 
Southwest oil refineries. “No one has done more than the present 


Chief Executive in the field of civil rights,” said Democratic Congress- 
man Adam Powell of Harlem last year. The only serious frictions in 
American society today are those stirred up during Eisenhower's term 
(chiefly, of course, by court decisions) in an overdue attempt at equity 
for Negroes. If more of this friction is to be expected from Republi- 
cans than Democrats, as the platforms and the record indicate, so also 
is more progress. And until this injustice is alleviated, an independent 
cannot take less scandalous forms of inequality quite so seriously. 


The two other chief focuses of domestic discontent are farm prices 
and tight money. As with civil rights, the Republican position on 
them is politically principled, and has the courage of its convictions. 

The inherited farm surplus problem is being attacked in the only 
vay that can possibly bring a lasting solution; namely, by reintroduc- 
ing a measure of free market prices into the farm economy. To see it 
through to this solution, the President has dared to veto a farm bill 
(the Democratic “hodgepodge”) in an election year and has refused, 
against manifold pressures, to disown his faithful and hated servant 
Ezra Benson. The indignation in Eisenhower's Peoria speech last 
week shows how firmly embedded in conviction is this policy. 

Republican conv ns now face another test on the integrity of 
the dollar. Inflation is a problem again; that is why money has been 
made tight by the Federal Reserve. Unlike Adlai Stevenson, who at- 
tacks tight money, the Administration supports the Federal Reserve. 
This is a politically unorthodox policy in an election year, as was 
Ike’s refusal to sponsor another tax cut. It is economically and mor- 
ally correct, however, and is the best guarantee that prices ‘will be sta- 
bilized. Said Ike, in explaining his tax stand, “There is such a thing as 
fiscal integrity; I don’t care whether it is an individual or a nation.” 

Thus the new Republicanism is more humanitarian than the old, 
but it has no less coherence and fiber. A system of free enterprise 
and free markets, economic morality, maximum self-government and 
diffusion of power cannot be taken 
for granted any more than freedom 
can. It has to be nurtured and exer- 
cised, defended and trusted, day in 
and day out. The Republican Ad- 
ministration gives it this protection 
and trust. 

Is this system still the one Amer- 
icans prefer? They can best show 
their preference for it by voting 
Republican. For if the Democrats 
the course of our economic his- 
tory will certainly take a different 
direction, possibly with dangerous 
consequences. 

The Secretary of Labor predicted 
the other day that “if the wise pol- 
i we have followed are contin- 
ued, 25 years from now we shall 
have an America in which gross na- 
tional production is $1,000,000,000,000 (a trillion) a year, in which 
over 92 million persons are gainfully employed, where each person is 
judged on his merits and there is no discrimination.” But again, such 
a future will take a lot of earning. The best thing about a Republican 
future is not its size but the earning of it. For while the size will prove 
a blessing to the cause of freedom in any future world crisis, the earn- 
ing will have kept America and Americans capable of the leadership 
which freedom requires even more. 

The new Republicanisni may or may not be in tune with all the dif- 
ferent voting blocs of this huge and fast-changing nation. But it is in 
tune with the principles of government with which the nation’s great- 
ness has always been associated. In voting Republican, therefore, 
the independent this year can express his confidence, not only in 
Eisenhower, but in freedom, in his country, and in himself.

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AS NASSER WOOS ARAB WORLD, 
BRITISH TURN TO U.N.—AND U.S. 


In rare interview Foreign Secretary Lloyd explains nation’s Suez stake

As the U.N. Security Council prepared to hear 


Egypt's Nasser stirred up the 
Arab masses and sought to consolidate the sup- 
port of their leaders (right and pp. 42, 43). Here 
Britain’s foreign secretary, Selwyn Lloyd, in the 
Kind of statement rarely given by so highly placed 
@ minister, states his nation’s case against Nas- 
ser and explains why the British consider a free 
Suez Canal essential to their economic survival. 
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Lonpon 
Selwyn Lloyd, Her Majesty’s Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, turned from his desk in 
the high- -d Whitehall office through 
which has passed so much world history. He 
gazed out the window as he spoke feelingly 
of his country’s dependence on the Suez Can: 

The secretary did not attempt to overdrama- 
tize the danger to Britain. He did not suggest 
that a Suez Canal shutdown would immobilize 
all the private automobiles in Piccadilly Cir- 
cus or bring British industry to a halt. The 
danger was grave enough without that 

“We must export to live,” he said. “We 
must import to live. Our whole trade pattern 
depends on the freedom of the canal.” 

This week the secretary flies to New York to 
present the Brit case against Egypt to the 
Security Council of the U.N. Equally important 
in the eyes of Britons is the presentation of 
their case to the American people. Three times 
in the past nine weeks U.S. Secretary of State 
Dulles has flown to London to hear the British 
case—and to seek a peaceful solution. 

What is the British case? Why has the gov- 
ernment of Prime Minister Eden, a man of 
peace, called up troops and moved toward the 
possibility of war? Why has Colonel Nasser’s

seizure of the canal stirred Britons to fury? 
British leaders, heartened by the cooperation 
of Secretary Dulles, worry that the U 
does not fully share Dulles’ appre 
how grave the crisis is to Britain and the West- 
ern world, Last week, before his departure for 
New York, I talked informally with Mr. Lloyd. 
He reviewed the British position from the 
standpoint of his government's deep desire for 
U.S. sympathy and understanding. This is the 
case as the foreign secretary sees it 

From its beginning the Suez Canal had an 
international character. The treaty of 1888 
guaranteed that ships of all nations could free- 
ly pass through the canal. But the treaty did 
not stand alone. It was written with the un 
standing that the canal would be operated 
an international company at least until 1968. 
If the company had not existed, the tr 
would have been written very differently; it 
would have contained much more detailed 
guarantees to the nations using it. When Na: 
ser took over the canal he did more than trar 
fer control of the canal from the company to 
his own hands. His act denied the canal’s in- 
ternational character. In the hands of a single 
overnment the canal can become an instru- 
ment of national policy of the controlling gov- 
ernment. This puts the interests of the user na- 
tions at the mercy of one government—i.e., 
Nasser’s. Under these circumstances the guar- 
antees in the treaty of 1888 do not give user 
nations the protection they need. 

No matter how Nasser had seized the canal, 
this fear would be present. The manner in 
which he seized it merely confirmed to the full 
suspicions that would have arisen in any case. 
Nasser said that he acted in retaliation against 
the U.S. decision not to lend him mone: 
build the Aswan High Dam. He said he 
ed to use the canal revenues to build the dam. 
These revenues, over and above the costs of 
running and developing it, are not nearly suffi 
cient to provide funds for the Aswan projec 
Nasser’s promise to his people suggested that 
he intended to milk the canal’s revenues and 
let the waterway deteriorate while he used the 
money for purposes unconnected with the ca- 
nal. His speech ‘seizing the canal bristled with 
resentment at the Western powers. The canal 
was a weapon in his hand. He made it clear 
that he so regarded it. 

What could Nasser do with this we 
Specifically, how could he use it aga 
British, whom he detests? 

Ships can bypass the canal and go around the 
Cape of Good Hope (Lire, Oct. 1), but such a 
rerouting would add to the cost of Briti 
ports and imports and ultimately reduce both. 
Living standards in Britain would then drop. 
There would be widespread unemployment. 
Britain cannot face a future with that kind 
of a threat to its well-being in the hands of 
a man who has so clearly expressed his enmity.

VERBAL BACKING FROM WARY ALLIES 


To line up some world opinion of his own, 
Egypt's President Nasser flew dramatically to 
Saudi Arabia, There he met with King Saud, 
whose power and great wealth are based on roy- 
alties from U.S. oil developments in his coun 
try, and Syria’s President Shukri el-Kuwatli, 
whose shaky position rests primarily on the 
universal Arab hatred of Israel. After banquets 
and bull sessions, the conferees proclaimed 
that on the Suez Canal issue they supported 
Egypt “in every attitude she takes.” 

But the strong words did not tell the whole 
story. King Saud is reportedly worried about 
President Nasser’s recklessness in seizing the 
Suez and is suspicious that Nasser’s real am- 
bition is to rule the whole Arab world. Only 
two days before the Nasser meeting, King Saud 
had held a meeting with a member of a feuding 
family, King Faisal of Iraq, whose tribal an- 
cestry and pro-British leanings have seemingly 
ruled him out of any scheme to consolidate an 
anti-Western bloc. What drew the old enemies 
together was a common fear they might lose 
huge revenues if Nasser’s truculence forced 
the West to go outside the Middle East for oil.

Noting Saud’s restlessness, Nasser moved in 
fast to line his neighbor up on the side of Arab 
nationalism, And Saud gave him the formal 
support he wanted. 

As the Egyptian leader sought to consoli- 
date his front, Lire Middle East Correspondent 
Keith Wheeler reported: ‘There is a strong be- 
lief that the British, with French agreement, 
have decided to get Nasser. Few doubt that if 
they really try they can do so. Economie sane- 
tions can hurt him—and unofficial sanctions 
already in effect are hurting him now. West- 
ern pressures on other Middle Eastern govern- 
ments can hurt him and are doing so. It can- 
not be denied that there is a considerable case 
against Nasser. But he has also given Egypt the 
first clean government it can remember. The 
West may not have given full weight to the 
possibility that he may have been pushed into 
much of what it finds objectionable today.” 

USS. policy still seemed set against the idea 
of “getting Nasser.” And in King Saud’s court 
last week an old Arab proverb was being quot- 
ed apropos of the bristling Nasser problem: “If 
you lock a cat in a room he will scratch you.”

The New-Model Cabinet 


IN ACTION IT REVEALS EFFICIENCY OF UNIQUE EISENHOWER SYSTEM

N the coterie of Franklin Roosevelt’s early New Deal, Thomas 

G. (“Tommy the Cork”) Corcoran knew no peer as a tough, 
veteran inner-circle combatant. Not long ago Corcoran, who is now a 
Washington lawyer but still a strong Democratic partisan, was making 
predictions about the changes which a Democratic administration 
would make if it came to power next January. After blithely fore- 
casting the reversal of most of the present administration’s policies, 
Corcoran came to a very important exception. At least one Eisen- 
hower innovation, he said, would remain as an integral part of the 
American governmental system. It was Dwight Eisenhower's new 
concept and use of the Cabinet. 

It is now possible, using firsthand accounts of what actually goes 
on, to make a complete analysis of how this unique system works 
when the Cabinet faces major decisions, Tending to its own business, 
without the public and private cacophony of other years, the Eisen- 
hower Cabinet has become an invaluable permanent force for effec- 
tive government. Under him the Cabinet has adopted a system of strict 
staff work, meticulous preparation and drastic, some 
follow-through on decisions for the purpose of conserving what the 
President regards as “one of the nation’s most valuable natural re- 
sources, the time and energies of the men sitting at the rim of the 
Cabinet table.” With no independent authority of its own, indeed 
no definite constitutional status as an entity, the Cabinet has be- 
come the very antithesis of the bromide that once labeled it any 
President’s worst enemy: 

In fact the old cry that business management must be brought 
to government has been replaced by a conscious effort to bring

this particular governmental system to business. This year a New 
Jersey container corporation, the chamber of commerce of a large 
Ohio city, and an important New York trade association, among 
others, have been studying Cabinet functions and methods with a 
view to adopting them. 

The history of presidential Cabinets has not always been a happy 
one, Strong Presidents often have ignored their Cabinets, Andrew 
Jackson found his such an encumbrance that he refused to meet 
with it for almost two years. Theodore Roosevelt frequently acted 
first, then told his Cabinet afterward. Weaker Presidents have been 
prisoners of their Cabinets. Under James Buchanan the Cabinet 
reached unprecedented heights of ascendancy. Andrew Johnson was 
impeached when he sought to discharge his Secretary of War. Cabi- 
net feuding and struggles for power have marked several recent ad- 
ministrations; Cabinet meetings were often devoted to consideration 
of the trivial, and Cabinet officers took up the important matters with 
the President in clandestine, side door visits to his office. 


In essence the members of the Cabinet wear two hats. First, they 
administer for the President the sprawling departments of govern- 


ment. Second, they act as intimate advisers to a Chief Executive 
who alone has the power of decision. Unlike the British cabinet, ours 
has no joint responsibility with a Chief Executive for governing. The 
Cabinet is precisely what a President wants to make it, The President 
appoints his Cabinet officers (with the consent of the Senate), ignores 
or listens to them at his own pleasure, fires them at will. 

Whatever the nature of a President's transactions with Cabinet 
members, they are carefully protected from outside eyes and cars.

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briefs, mimeographed on special blue Cabinet paper with the head- 
line “For Consideration,” Yellow sheets of “Information” paper 
cover agenda items on which no action will be required. After each 
meeting, white sheets headed “Action” are used for all items on 
which decisions have been made. Once every three months the 
white “Action” sheets are compiled in an “Action Status Report,” 
so that the President and his Cabinet at a meeting can assess work 
accomplished and delays and shortcomings—if any. These mectings 
are, half in fun, referred to as “operation needling. 
At the heart of the system sits an incredibly hard-working, 
high-strung but slow-spoken man—46-year-old Maxwell Rabb, an 
erstwhile Brookline, Mass. lawyer. Two former Massachusetts sena- 
tors whom Rabb has served as an assistant, Sinclair Weeks and 
Lodge, now sit with him at the Cabinet table. In 1952 Rabb worked 
with the tight little Ike-before-Chicago group as Lodge’s trouble- 
shooter when Lodge was the Eisenhower campaign manager. 


Cabinet nerve center 


ABB serves, often from 7:30 a.m. to the same hour at night, as 

the President's prime agent for Cabinet affairs. His telephone 
conversations range across the entire scope of the government’s ex- 
ecutive branch. Unbelievably, in the hierarchy of official Wash- 
ington, Rabb has only one assistant, 34-year-old Bradley Patterson 
Jr. a government career officer and a keen student of the new 
science of government business methodology. Fanning out from 
the Rabb-Patterson offices on the attic floor of the White House 
business wing are organization chart lines running to the desk of 
a major official in each department, who serves as the special 
assistant for Cabinet coordination. He is always a high-ranking 
officer literally at the elbow and ear of his department chief. 

The complex flow between White House and executive depart- 
ments, via Rabb’s office, can be illustrated in a hypothetical case. 
Let us assume that the State Department wants Cabinet authority 
to enter upon a new round of tariff negotiations. First a written 
request to Rabb’s office asks inclusion of the plan on the Cabinet 
agenda. On receipt of this, Rabb’s office writes back asking State 
to prepare a formal paper for Cabinet circulation two weeks before 
the Cabinet meeting at which the trade negotiation proposal is to 
be on the agenda. State is also instructed to ascertain the views of 
the Commerce Department, always sensitive to important compe- 
tition for American businessmen; of Agriculture, searching for 
new outlets for American farm surpluses abroad; of Labor, which 
must be on guard against possible dislocation of American labor 
in economic soft spots. This, in the jargon of government, is called 
lateral coordination—more simply, making certain that the right 
hand knows what the left hand not only is doing, but plans to do. 

Perhaps’ an interdepartmental committee of ite, Commerce, 
Agriculture and Labor is set up. Finally State is ready with its 
Cabinet paper which is circulated to each departmental special 
assistant for Cabinet matters. He in turn studies it with his chief. 
Thus each Cabinet officer is sure to be fully briefed on every 
Cabinet agenda item that comes up. 


Briefing in the ‘goldfish bow!’ 


NE week before the item is to come up, Rabb passes the word 

that it will be on the agenda of the next Cabinet meeting. This 
he does in the White House “goldfish bowl,” or conference room, 
where Rabb meets with the special assistants a half hour after 
each Cabinet session in a junior-grade Cabinet meeting of his own. 

Before the Cabinet session at which the trade negotiation pro- 
posal is to be discussed, White Hou

lished administration policy. Rabb and Patterson analyze it to 
make certain that all required information is ey presented, and 
they may go to the State Department i given a “dry 
run,” or practice presentation, including a look at such charts, 
films, maps and other data which the department will use in the 
Cabinet meeting. 

Early in the week in which the item will come up, Rabb takes 
the State Department’s position paper along with papers on the 
other agenda items for that Friday’s Cabinet session to the desk 
of Sherman Adams. Adams may suggest changes in presentation, 
order an item dropped because it can be handled below the Cab- 
inet level or ask that an emergency item be added. The final pre- 
Cabinet step takes place on Wednesday or Thursday when Rabb 
and Adams go over with the President each agenda item, giving 
their best estimates on how much time its consideration will take 
up. Then, and only then, is the President’s Cabinet ready to meet.

NEW-MODEL CABINET continues 


There are dangers inherent in such a system, and the White 
House is constantly alert to them. Nothing, in the guise of ef- 
ficiency, may be permitted to block the direct communication by 
letter, telephone or spoken word between Cabinet officer and the 
President. No staff officer, no matter how competent, may usurp 
any area of independent decision—taking authority which right- 
fully reposes in the President and his Cabinet members. Even 
more important, never can a quickly developing situation at home 
or an impending crisis abroad be denied immediate Cabinet atten- 
tion because of “the system.” That would spell defeat for its very 
purpose of thoroughness plus flexibility.

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Benson cautioned that extreme care had to be exercised lest the re- 
sult be merely the overstimulation of hog production. Treasury 
Secretary Humphrey agreed, voicing his concern at artificial ma- 
nipulation of the market and observing that it was mighty easy to 
raise hogs. Postmaster General Arthur Summerfield, the politically 
acute former chairman of the Republican National Committee, re- 
plied that easy as it was to raise hogs, it was mighty hard to 
raise Republican congressmen, 

The Cabinet went into a frank appraisal of the political situation. 
Republican political leaders were nervous, particularly in the Mid- 
west where Democrats were arousing dissatisfaction over falling 
hog prices. Farmers, it appeared, still associated the Republican 
party with the deflation of 1929-32. The Cabinet was not com- 
pletely comforted by Benson’s opinion that the Democrats were 
shooting their bolt too soon. If prices remained level, he said, 
the farmer would adjust his costs to current price levels and lose 
the fear of further declines. And the Cabinet agreed that the 
farmer, like everyone else, appreciated peace and the integrity 
of the Republican administration. 

Benson gave his tentative proposals: he recommended that Con- 
gress be asked for appropriations of perhaps $200 million (later 
to grow to $500 million) to encourage farmers to take marginal 
lands out of crop production and put them in grasses and forest 
products. He outlined more vigorous means for disposing of sur- 
pluses and said that farm price supports should be maintained at 
as high a level as possible without more surpluses piling up. The 
meeting ended with a general sentiment, emphatically shared by 
the Vice President, that Benson’s recommendations represented 
only a start, and that further revisions and additions were needed. 


Hammering out a program 


IHROUGH the rest of October and November, Benson, his aides 
and advisers worked on the new program. Helping Benson, 
and to some degree nudging him on, were informal groups in- 
cluding Nixon, Summerfield, Attorney General Brownell, and Sher- 
man Adams, Fred Seaton and Jerry Persons of the White House 
staff. By early December the program was ready. 

On Dec. 9 the Cabinet met under unusual cireumstan Be. 
cause President Eisenhower was completing his recuperation at 
Gettysburg, the Cabinet met at Camp David in the Catoctin Moun- 
tains of Maryland only 25 miles from the President's farm. It was 
a bleak, muddy day with snow flurries in the air as members ar- 
rived in their long black cars to join the President in makeshift 
quarters at Laurel Lodge, a rambling frame building with a screened 
porch. The incongruous atmosphere of a summer resort in the off 
season filled the rough-timbered living room used the confer- 
ence. Aides wallowed through the snowy mud carrying several of 
Benson’s large charts. Cabinet officers stamped their feet on the 
wooden porch after the long cold drive m Washington. The 
Secretary of Agriculture wiped the snowflakes from his rimless 
glasses and handed his heavy coat to a Filipino boy. The one and 
only item on the agenda was Benson's farm program. 

With the President in the chair, Benson and his aides spent an 
hour and a half presenting their analysis and their program. They 
gave basic statistics on the price-cost squeeze and a crop-by-crop 
analysis, followed by a reminder that there was no easy, pat an- 
swer to the problem, particularly if farmers were to remain free 
oppressive government controls. Then Benson turned to his re- 
vised recommendations. There were important new additions: a 
$60 million benefit for farmers by waiving the federal tax on g 
line used on farms, a considerably broadened surplus crop dispo 
program, and most important, a more vigorous soil bank propo: 
to convert about 6% of the land now used for crops to an acré 
reserve planted in forage and trees. Total fiv 
would be about $1.5 billion.

Checking the danger spots 


S always, the discussion was brutally honest. Benson warned 
that the soil bank was no cure for all farm ills and that it ear- 

ried certain dangers. After a few years the result probably would be 
increased and unneeded farm production because of more intensive 
cultivation of acreage left outside the reserve bank. The plan would 
not attack the pressing problem of existing wheat and cotton sur- 
pluses, and it might open the Administration to the attacks that 
were made on the New Deal for paying farmers for not producing.

diamonds, for example, than surplus wheat. Undersecretary of 
State Herbert Hoover Jr., sitting in for Dulles, pointed out that 
barter and surplus crop disposal endangered our regular trade 
channels abroad. Congress should be asked, it was agreed, to relax 
limitations on barter arrangements which prevented the State De- 
partment from seeking possible advantageous commodity deals with 
the Communist bloc. 

The President, taking pencil in hand, figured it would cost 
about $31 an acre to put 16 million acres into the soil bank re- 
serve. Benson wasn’t so sure it could be held to that, since cover 
crops for the bank acreage would cost money, Treasury Secretary 
Humphrey gently reminded those trying to make such exact com- 
putations that there was nothing scientific about giving money 
away. The program, he feared, was a palliative, and did not attack 
the basic problem. He also was worried over what the gasoline tax 
concession would cost in lost government revenues. Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, concerned about the best method of presenting the 
program to Congress, recommended a special presidential message. 

The President summed up. He greatly appreciated the manner in 
which Benson had taken the subject in hand. Above all, his Ad- 
ministration must not let a real economic disaster start on Ameri- 
farms: this would place the entire national economy in jeop- 
ardy. What the Administration was doing through the new farm 
program was buying some very cheap insurance against just such 
a disaster. 
~ Five days later, in Washington, a Cabinet “action” paper ordered 
riculture to prepare additional details on each of the Benson 
proposals and seck further interdepartmental coordination in prep- 
aration for the drafting of a presidential message. It had been a 
long and difficult task, but the Cabinet had completed its job. 


Facing a crash problen 


P the second type of meeting, Cabinet officers come to the 
A council table armed not with charts and figures, but only with 
such good sense and experience as the years have given ‘them.

ident said that when the American people come to believe that there 
is something cockeyed afoot, the government had better face the 
issue. The President wanted to go into the merits of the bill first. 
Arthur Flemming, chairman of an extensive Cabinet committee 
study on energy supplies and resources, led off. Flemming regret- 
ied that the bill lacked specific protection for the consumers of 
natural gas, but found it not so far out of conformity with the cor 
mittee report as to justify a veto on this ground alone. A majority 
of the Cabinet favored the basic principles of the bill, disregarding 
for the moment the question of whether or not the present cir- 
cumstances made a veto advisable. 

There was a lengthy discussion of technical aspects: elevator 
clauses, fair market and fair field prices, the theory of public util- 
ity regulation, the powers of the Attorney General. The President 
wondered why the price of gas to the consumer was so far above the 
cost at the well head. Undersecretary of State Hoover, who had 
spent years in the oil and gas business, explained that the high cost 
of development, maintenance, distribution, even to reading the 
meters, accounted for the price spread. The President said em- 
phatically that he had wanted such a bill, one freeing industry 
from unnecessary federal regulation and encouraging increased 
exploration for gas and oil. But he wanted no bill that was tainted 
with suggestions of attempted bribery. Treasury Secretary Hum- 
phrey said he favored the principles of the bill, but when a bill 
had become a source of great controversy over public morals, just 
looking at it from the standpoint of right and wrong, it was better 
to stop, and look again, Commerce Secretary W: eeks and Interior 
Secretary Douglas McKay doubted that the President could under- 
take to patrol the morals of the Congress. Because the bill was a 
good one and in conformity with the President's program, they 
felt that it could be signed into law on its merits alone. 

‘Then the President, talking half to himself, wondered if any Pres- 
ident had ever signed a bill at a time when the Senate itself was 
investigating the circumstances of its passage: if we can’t get a bill 
passed without this terrible stench, then we're in a heck of a fix. 
. . L was prepared to sign such a bill, I wanted it... . The layman 
can’t understand that federal regulation can increase the price of 
gas by limiting exploration for new sources. ... But the word 
consumer isn’t even in this bill... . Oh, yes, you say I’m not re- 
sponsible for the morals of Congress.

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The Structure 


American Freemasonry resembles two sets of stairs that 
begin and end together, as this chart of Masonic structure 
shows. A Mason’s first step is to become an Entered Ap- 
prentice. He climbs to the third step where most Masons 
stay. If he wants to go on in Masonic hierarchy, he enters 
either the Scottish or York rites. Many authorities say the 
Scottish Rite was begun by. Scots emigrés in France; the 
York Rite is named after York, England where, by legend, 
the first Masonic body was organized. 

In the Scottish Rite a Mason climbs 30 steps, or degrees. 
The name he takes on at each degree is written on each 
step in chart. Where there are two names the top is used 
by northern Masons, the italicized one by southern Ma- 
sons, Some figures a Mason meets in Rite ceremonies 
stand on the steps (from bottom): King Solomon, King 
Cyrus, acolyte, George Washington.

Throughout its 239-year history Freemasonry found that its s 
and rituals have both attracted members and aroused enemi 
cathedral-building in England decreased in the mi entury, 
many guilds of stoneworkers, known as free masons apparently be- 
cause they were free to move from town to town, became purely 
social groups. They oft ated nonmasons as members, calling 
them speculative Masons, In 1717 four London Lodges composed 
largely of speculative Masons formed the Grand Lodge of England. 
After decades of religious bitterness many Englishmen now found 
comfort in a moral system based on unchanging building tools—the 
quare and level—and embraced an order that saw God as 
“the Grand Architect.” Wherever Englishmen went they founded 
Masonic Lodges. Enlightened Europeans, certain of human perfecti- 
nd distrustful of ancient institutions like the Catholic Ch 
Among them were reat, Voltaire and Mozart. 
But the strange costume: atic flayor of Freemasonry 
made the lower classes suspic Jon Masonic parades w 
stoned. The antagonism to the Roman Catholic Chureh that grew 
with the Enlightenment was reflected in anticlerical attitudes of lead- 
ing Masons. This aroused the hostility of Pope Clement XIL who in 
1738 denounced the order, “for if they were not acting ill, they 
would not... have such a hatred of the light.” Lodges in Catholic 
nations were closed, often by mobs. Today, though a few Catholies 
are Masons, the Church has never reversed its historical position. 
Any Catholic who takes part in Masonic religious rituals or swears 
Masonic oaths of secrecy that could run counter to the 
cept of the confessional has automatically excommunicated himself.

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went to him with a perplexing problem: “When you don’t know 
where to turn, make noises. Somebody will help you out.” Our 
present policy gives our scientists no chance to "make noises.” 
In order fully to understand what it is that our scientists are 
seeking and the problems that stand in the way of controlled fusion 
power, we must start with a German 
scientist named Dr. Frederic Houter- 
mans, one of the first men ever to the- 
orize about hydrogen energy 
I met Dr. Houtermans last summer 
at the Geneva conference, and he told 
me about the birth of his idea which 
later grew into the H-bomb, In 1928 
he was deeply absorbed in wondering 
pout the source of energy in stars, 
‘Oh, I was doing other things, too,” he 
told me with a twinkle. “I was courting 
a very pretty girl.” When he was not 
courting, Houtermans’ calculations led 
him to rule out chemical energy as the 
source of hea’ stars. Instead, he hit 
upon the idea of energy coming from a 
thermonuclear pre heat evolved 
from the violent action of atoms deep 
inside the fiery furnace of a white-hot star. Convinced that he 
was on the right track, the young scientist, together with his 
colleague Robert Atkinson, published his discovery. One night, with 
the stars shining in the heavens, he pointed toward them and 
proudly exc! Jaimed to his girl, “I know what makes them shine!” 
Her blank stare of befuddlement convinced him that he was carry- 
ing science too far. i 
But fellow scientists were more interested than Houtermans’ girl, 
and 10 years later Dr. Hans Bethe of 
Cornell University used Houtermans’ 
theory to unlock the mystery of the 
sun. Bethe knew that vast quantities of 
hydrogen are squeezed together by the 
sun’s outer mantle until the hydro- 
gen becomes a soupy paste about eight 
times heavier than solid lead. The at- 
oms in this paste are constantly thrown. 
at each other, impelled by the 15 mil- 
lion degree heat. What Bethe did was 
to figure out how often hydrogen atoms 
would stick together, or fuse, and he 
showed how this fusion would form

came up with the brilliant idea of a BETHE showed how fusion

bon and nitrogen atoms act as hosts 
for the gradual build-up of four hydro-

with the observed rate of heat production in our sun—all of which 
made both Bethe and the astrophysicists very hap 
Bethe also pinned down a second thermonuclear reaction which 
involves direct collisions between protons (hydrogen atoms with 
their outer electrons stripped off). Known as the proton-proton, or 
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“p-p.” eyele, it fuses hydrogen into helium. Since the total weigh 
of hydrogen before fusion is slightly more than the helium it be 
comes after fusion, some mass is actually lost in the process. Thi 
is released in the form of light, heat and neutrons. 

Not very much mass is lost in a single fusion, but our sun con 
tains such a vast quantity of hydrogen that it fuses 620 million ton: 
of it every second. This means that every second about four mil. 
lion tons of mass are lost and are converted into energy. 

‘hese figures are so preposterously large that the next statement 
unds like sheer lunacy: the rate at which our sun generates heal 
far, far less than the rate at which man produces heat in hi 

body. If our sun ever produced heat at 

the same rate as the human body, if 

would flare up instantly and all life on 
earth would end,

Bethe’s discoveries about the inner| 
workings of the sun solved one of na-| 
ture’s darkest mysteries. No one was dreaming that this happy 
event would have appalling consequences for mankind. No one, 
certainly not Houtermans or Bethe, dreamed that an H-bomb, or} 
fusion bomb, was just below the horizon. 
Fusing hydrogen atoms in a bomb to create a tremendous explo- 
sion is one thing. Fusing them in a safe, controlled manner is quite 
another problem, and that is the challenge that confronts us. Per- 
haps the best picture of the problem that we face in our efforts to 
devise a machine that will burn thermonuclear fuel is given by 42- 
year-old Lyman Spitzer Jr., noted for his researches in astrophys- 

s. Now the director of Princeton’s Project Matterhorn, apparent- 
ly the key site among the various subdivisions which comprise 
Project Sherwood, Spitzer says, ‘Thermonuclear burning occurs 
only at enormous temperatures Such temperatures have hith- 
erto existed only at the centers of very hot stars or during the 
explosion of an atomic bomb, . . . We must achieve such tempera- 
tures in a gas confined within walls that remain relatively cool. We 
must control the thermonuclear reaction when it occurs. We must 
extract the energy released and use it to generate electricity.” 

A nice tidy little problem: merely duplicate the conditions in- 
side our sun and keep them perking safely for hours, days and 
years. We must design a man-made star and put it in a cage. Is 
such a problem worth the effort of solution? Again let us listen to 
Dr. Spitzer: “By far the greatest reserve of stored energy on earth 
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3 locked up in the nuclei of hydrogen atoms present in the ocean. 
. Thermonuclear burning occurs most readily with deuterium, 
‘heavy isotope of hydrogen. Although only one deuterium nu- 
leus is present in water for every 6,400 nncled of ordinary hydro- 
‘en, the total amount of deuterium available in the ocean is enor- 
nous.” Conservatively, Spitzer estimates that, “The deuterium in 
he ocean’s waters is sufficient to provide many times the present 
ate of world energy consumption for more than a billion years.” 
The deuterium referred to by Dr. Spitzer as the choicest mate- 
ial for fusion occurs in combination with oxygen in a form that 
re call heavy water. Distilling heavy water from ordinary water 
ised to be quite a stunt but the war changed all that. We need- 
d tons and tons of heavy water for nuclear power plants, and 
he U.S. found some remarkably cheap ways of getting it. The 
narket price for heavy water used to be $93 a pound, but we now 
ell it for $28. 

A single pound of heavy water, or two cupfuls, would liberate 
sower equal to half a million pounds of coal. The power is there 
be tapped if we can find the way—if, as Dr. Spitzer has said, we 
‘an create enormous temperatures within confining walls. 

Man’s accomplishments in winning power from chemical fuels 
such as coal, oil and natural gas are all in the province of low- 
‘emperature engineering. So, too, is our current program of deriv- 
ng energy from uranium. We are limited to temperatures in the 
range of a few thousand degrees Fahrenheit. Strict limits are im- 
vosed by the container in which the fuel is burned: it must be 
sept cool enough so that it does not lose its structural strength 
ind collapse. Jumping from a few thousand degrees to millions of 
Jegrees looks like an almost impossible feat. If one had to solve 
the H-puzzle by developing a container to hold solid material at 
solar temperatures, he might just as well ask an armless man to 
untie the Gordian knot. 

But we do not have to use solid material, We can use a gas. 

Ordinary experience tells us that a solid, say, an iron poker, 
glows when it gets hot. Stick it in a fire and it will turn dull red, 
then cherry red and finally white hot. Whatever it touches—an- 
other solid or the air around it—is also heated. We associate a 
certain temperature with the poker as it gets hotter and hotter 
and its molecules move faster and faster, striking each other and 
giving off heat. 

But now let us consider not a solid but a gas—for example, the 
gas in a neon tube, You can wrap your fingers around one of these 
reddish-glowing tubes without feeling much heat. The surface of 
the glass tube stays relatively cold. Inside the tube the atoms of 
neon are dashing around with fantastic speed, infinitely faster than 
the molecules in the glowing poker. But because they are forced by 
an electrical charge to follow a certain pattern, very few of them 
strike the glass and very little heat is given off. We could just as 
well substitute hydrogen for neon, 


Two kinds of temperature’ 


Tus apparent paradox of the gas atoms possessing high speed 
(equivalent to high temperature) while remaining inside a 
cool glass container is easily explained by the physicist. The lay- 
man recognizes only one kind of temperature, that of a glowing hat 
poker. The physicist recognizes two kinds, the glowing poker and 
also what we may call kinetic temperature, meaning temperature 
associated with fast-moving particles of gas in an electric field. 
Kinetic temperature may be potentially very hot in the layman’s 
hot-poker sense, but as long as the particles are made to follow a 
certain pattern and do not touch the walls of their container, there 
is no heat as the layman knows it. High speed particles moving in 
a vacuum could have very high kinetic temperature but a very 
low hot-poker temperature. 

Cyclotrons whirl atomic particles around and around until they 
attain very high energy, which is measured in special units called 
electron volts of energy. Even cyclotrons of prewar vintage accel- 
erated atoms to millions of electron volts. Using simple mathe- 
matics, the physicist is able to translate electron volts into ordi- 
nary temperature. One electron volt is the equivalent of somewhat 
more than 10,000 degrees centigrade. This drastic markup means 
that a hydrogen atom hurled around in a cyclotron with 10 million 
electron volts of energy has a kinetic, or potential, temperature 
of 100 billion degrees. This is quite a temperature—much more 
than is needed for thermonuclear reactions. 

We need only 100 million degree temperature for thermonuclear 
burning, and this can be achieved with only 10,000 electron volts. 
‘This is embarrassingly low. Cyclotrons are simply too high-caliber 
for such low energy work. It may sound odd but thermonuclear 
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research is actually “low energy” to nuclear physicists. Most nu- 
clear researchers do not stoop to such trivial energy, and that is 
one reason why the thermonuclear field so badly needs exploration. 

H-power research is in a kind of no man’s land. It is too high for 
physicists interested in ordinary heat measurements and it is too low 
for the cyclotron men. Such an in-between field is often the most 
difficult to explore, and this seems to be the case with fusion power. 

So far we may have made the whole concept of fusion more 
plausible, but we “have not, of course, solved the basic problem: the 
design of a thermonuclear machine. That is the job which is being 
tackled by researchers in this country, in Britain and in Russia. It is 
still too early to describe the actual form that such a machine might 
take, but we know what the machine will have to be able to do. 

‘The hydrogen fuel—probably a mixture of deuterium and tritium 
—rmust he contained in a tightly enclosed space and'must be made to 
whirl around and around at tremendous speed so that the electrically 
charged particles of the gas will strike each other and fuse. The way 
to speed up the particles is to “push” them along with repeated elec- 
tric impulses so that they whirl faster and faster. At the vast speeds 
involved, the natural tendency of the particles would be to fly off in 
all directions, and if that happened, no fusion would take place. The 
main problem is not to make the particles go fast eujupe ibat is 
relatively easy—but to’ keep them together in a compact space so 
that they cannot avoid hitting each other. No ordinary tank could hold 
them together because it would melt from the heat. 

The ideal container for keeping the particles where they belong 
would be what Dr. Edward Teller calls a “magnetic bottle.” This bottle 
would not be something we could see. It would be an invisible but 
enormously powerful magnetic field, possibly spherical in shape, 
whose force was directed inward against the gas. Whenever the 
charged particles of gas tried to escape, they would hit this mag- 
netic field and be repelled back into the maelstrom. 

If the gas can be contained so that fusion takes place, energy will 
be released in two forms: light and high-speed neutrons that are freed 
Since the light and neutrons have no electrical 
pass through the magnetic field and might be allowed 
to strike some kind of cooling agent—liquid lithium, for example. 
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This cooling agent, as it absorbed light energy in the form of heat, 
would be pumped off rapidly into a heat-exchange system which 
could use the heat to make steam which, in turn, would be used to 
drive turbines. The liquid lithium would also absorb neutrons 
and some of it would be converted into tritium. This tritium, an 
expensive product to make, could be drawn off and used again as 
fuel. The fusion machine would, in other words, manufacture part 
of its own fuel supply. 

Ideally the process of collecting the heat and converting it into 
steam turbine power would be avoided altogether by converting the 
fusion energy directly into electricity. Then we would have a practi- 
cally perfect source of power. 

If we know so much about the specifications, why can’t we just go 
ahead and build the machine? The chief drawback is the magnetic 
bottle. We simply do not know how to create a magnetic field of suf- 
ficient strength. Some scientists believe that a practical bottle can 
never be built. Others think that it will be built only when we acquire 
new knowledge. Perhaps magnetic fields alone will never do the trick, 
or perhaps some entirely different concept is needed. There are other 
great techni problems, but it is in the area of the container that 
we must probe for that “elusive big idea.” 

While we cannot draw blueprints for this fusion power machine, 
it is possible to point out some of the advantages it would have: 

» H-fuel would be far more abundant, cheaper and easier to process 
than uranium. 

>» H-power, like uranium power, may be available solely in the form 
of heat, but experts like Teller think a way will be found to produce 
electrical energy directly and efficiently. This might make U-power 
obsolete. 

> Afusion machine would be compact compared with uranium pow- 
er generators, for there would be a relatively small radiation shielding 
problem. Fissior ike a grievous wound that refuses to heal: split 
atoms remain radioactive. Fusion, on the other hand, is a “healing” 
of two atoms into a single, stable, nonradioactive entity. A thermonu- 
clear machine would, indeed, give off neutrons while in operation. 
But these neutrons would be only momentarily dangerous and could 
be rendered harmless by a simple shielding device. When the machine

A fusion machine might be based on the principles shown in this cutaway draw- 
ing.

An actual fusion machine might require additional 
ionizers and a number of electromagnetic systems to contain the particles of gas 
and to keep them moving at high speed. And the ideal machine would use the 
fusion energy to create electricity directly instead of through steam turbines,

stops, the radioactivity stops. There would be no dangerous ash, 
no unused fuel to be buried, no threat of an atomic explosion. The 
tremendous disposal problems that have worried everyone con- 
cerned with nuclear fuel simply would not exist with H-fuel. 

We do not know, of course, that a fusion plant can be built, 
but we must be guided by two precedents. First, we should recall 
the unexpectedly rapid development of the A-bomb. Second, we 
should remember that the H-bomb itself was once allocated to a 
limbo somewhere “between the possible and the probable.” Initial 
despair over the difficulty of the task ahead should be tempered 
with optimism. Equally hard tasks have been accomplished in the 
past. Perhaps this is what Sir John Cockcroft, head of the British 
atomic research effort, has in mind when he says, “My faith in 
the creative ability of the scientists is so great tha ‘Tam: sure that 
this will be achieved long before it is essential for man’s ne 
Sir John has a reputation for being a hard headed realist as well as 
a top-flight scientist. 

I per ersonally believe that before long our Project Sherwood ‘will 
be driven into the light of day. In the end rationality must prevail. 
Then I believe that the various disciplines of science will converge 
upon the harnessing of fusion energy. Very likely some odd idea, 
seemingly unrelated to the subject; will provide the clue for the 
right road to take. The history of science is replete with examples 
of the way in which breakthroughs occur when a scientist toys 
with ideas of diverse complexion. 

No one can tell when this germinal idea will develop. It may 

up next month or next year or 10 years from now, but the 
chances of early birth will get better as more and more people f 
ale over the proj 

The oceans offer the ultimate in power. We need the right ideas 
to build the machine that will release this power from the sea. 1 
prospects are good enough to have made Edward Teller sa 
this summer, “I am quite confident that the controlled thermo- 
nuclear reactor can be made.

But thermonuclear power would be safe 
and available to all, The oil wells will run dry and the coal veins 
will thin out and even uranium will become scarce, but it is im- 
possible to conceive of a world where there could be a shortage of 
thermonuclear fuel. Achieving this ultimate in power may well 


rank as man’s greatest accomplishment in the 20th Century.
